His 
bond was fixed at $200,000 on 
charges of using the mails fraudu- 
lently and violating the bankruptcy 
act. Unable to furnish the bond, he 
was led away to the Cook County 
jail where he was placed in the 
hospital ward at 1 p. m. 

The 74-year-old prisoner had suf- 
fered a heart attack after reaching 
the United States Marshal’s office 
where the warrants were read to 
him, but after a rest was able to 
go through the routine of finger 
printing and questioning. He re- 
fused to go to the courtroom in a 
wheel chair. ) 
With ‘tears in his eyes, Insull 
trudged silently from court between 
his guards to be locked up. 
United States Attorney Dwight 
A. _Green demanded $200,000 bond. 
The Government, he said, had spent 
a large amount chasing Insull 
around the world and wanted assur- 
ance he would be on hand for trial. 
“This means he will be compelled 
to go to jail,” protested Floyd E. 
Thompson, former Chief Justice of 
the Illinois Supreme Court, counsel 
for Insull. “If the Government 
thinks we are bluffing, the Govern- 
ment will find it is mistaken. We 
cannot raise this amount. 
“When John Factor was held for 
removal to England recently the 
Government only placed him under 


Judge Barnes listened briefly to 
he arguments of Green and Thomp- 
son. 

“The only question before the 
Court,” the Judge said, “is the 
amount of bail which would rea- 
sonably assure the presence of this 
defendant at his trial. . 

“The question of how much 
money or property a man has has 
nothing to do with the amount of 
bail. Under the circumstances, I 
am of the opinion that the sugges- 
tion of the Government is not ex- 
cessive.” 

Insull sagged in his chair. Thomp- 
son pleaded again, but the Court 
had decided.

chairman of the code authority, 
former president of the American 
Oil Burner Association, and recipi- 
ent of a considerable portion of the 
$65,000, of expenditures, said that 
a former NRA deputy, R. B. Pad- 
dock, had told him his (Hammers’) 
own approval of the assessment 
plan was enough. 

How Money Was Spent. 

The money thus collected, which 
may be determined to have been 
without legal sanction, was spent, 
$25,600 for salaries; $8680 for travel; 
$14,295 for legal services. 


Hammers drew $5400 for “ex- 
penses of organization.” This, he 
explained, equaled three months’ 


salary at the rate of pay he had 
received until October from the Pe- 
troleum Heat and Power Co., Stam- 
ford, Conn., of which he was the 
vice-president, general manager, di- 
rector and executive committee 
member. He resigned all those posts 
in Octoger when the code became 
effective. His term as president of 
the Trade Association also ran out, 
so he became chairman of the code 
authority. 

In addition, Hammers drew $1250 
a month for the first quarter of 
this year. The American Oil Burn- 
er Association received $12,000 for 
money spent in putting through the 
code. NRA has yet to rule whether 
such promotion expenditures can be 
imposed on code members but the 
prevailing throught of officials is 
that this cannot be done. 

Protests Led to Hearing. 

The hearing devolped also that 
while the\oil burner industry in- 
cludes some 12,000 dealers and a 
few hundred manufacturers, the as- 
sociation which promoted the code 
and dominate the authority has 
only 40 manufacturer members and 
not more than 2500 dealers. Every 
one in the industry, howover, was 
required to pay up.

WASHINGTON, May 8. — J. 
Francis Hunter, 35 years old, shot 
and killed his wife and Henry C.

The shooting took place at the 
Hunters’ home in Virginia High- 
lands, a suburb.

Senate Provides Recovery 
ing Statements Must Be 
Filed in Five Years.

WASHINGTON, May 8.—A cam- 
paign to modify the corporate sec- 
tions of the stock market control 
bill was initiated in the Senate to- 
day by Senator Steiwer (Rep.), Ore- 
gon, with a statement that the mea- 
sure contained “hidden potentiali- 
ties” that related directly to eco- | 
nomic recovery. 


The Oregon Senator, who has of- 
fered a number of amendments to 
the corporate sections of the bill, 
challenged statements of the bill’s 
supporters.that these provisions of 
the measure only would require

He denied that objections to the 
bill from business corporations were 
based on propaganda and said the 


unknown.” 

“This is not alone a stock ex- 
change bill,” Steiwer said. “It is a 
bill which relates in addition to the 
corporations of the country and the 
internal management of their af- 
fairs.” 

Steiwer asked for the Senate’s at- 
tention while he disclosed “all the 
things that are hidden in this bill,” 
adding that it had “potentialities 
that cause some of us to hesitate 
despite our desire to prevent wrong- 
doing.” 

“Ferroristic Exaggeration.” 
Chairman Fietcher of the Bank- 
ing Committee gave out a state- 
men denouncing opposition to the 
bill. Referring to the protest 


group headed by W. B. Bell, pres- 
ident of the American Cyanamid 
Co., Fletcher said: 
“The assertion that this bill sub- 
jects 450,000 corporations im the 
United States to ‘strangling regu- 
lation’ through a Federal commis- 
sion is simply a terroristic exag- 
geration to frighten little business 
into pulling out of the fire the 
chestnuts of big business and the 
New York Stock Exchange.” 
Nearly 50 amendments to the bill 
are pending in the Senate today, 
but leaders said: wrtually all would 
be thrown out. — 
Most of the suggested alterations 
were designed to remove restric- 
tions written into the bill by the 
Banking Committee. Debate was 
expected, however, on two amend- 
ments said by their authors to 
strengthen the bill. 
Onea.of these, by Senator Costi- 
gan (Dem.), Colorado, follows the 
House ‘bill in placing regulation of 
the exchanges in the hands of the 
Federal Trade Commission instead 
of a new commission. The other, 
by Senator Bulkley (Dem.), Ohio, 
prohibits all margin trading through 
brokers. 
Committee Defeated Bulkley Pian. 
With the introduction of Bulk- 
ley’s margin trading amendment, it 
was disclosed that a similar pro- 
posal was rejected by the Banking 
Committee. The committee turned 
the amendment down, 13 to 3, with 
only Glass and Costigan voting 
with the Ohio Senator. 
Bulkley planned to renew his. 
fight on the Senate floor, contend- 
ing that “margin accounts are too 
easy a facility for people to specu- 
late with in money they cannot af- 
ford to lose.” 
Ultimately, he told newspaper 
men, the country would prohibit all 
marginal trading. He mentioned 
many embezzlement cases growing 
out of marginal trading on the 
stock exchange and said a broker 
should not be permitted to be a 
money lender. 
His amendment is expected to re- 
ceive more support on the floor 
than it did in committee, but lead- 
ers said there was slight chance of 
its adoption. 

Less Time for Suits. 
The Senate’s first formal action 
came in the adoption of committee 
amendments decreasing the time in 
which suit might be filed for recov-

8—Foreign exchange restrictions 
were modified yesterday in a de- 
eree by President Getulio Vargas.

8000 Square Feet Being Added 
— Concrete to Replace 
Wooden Flooring. 


Almost 8000 square feet of space 
is being added to the stage of the 
Municipal Theater in Forest Park 
in preparation for the sixteenth 
Municipal Opera season, opening in 
Forest Park Monday, June 4. The 
work of pouring concrete began this 
morning. 

The enlarged stage is a part of 
a $12,500 improvement program for 
the current season. All chairs in 
the auditorium are being repainted 
. and much work has been done in re- 
p , } pairs to the pergolas. 

d 1 7— 5 Although the stage in Forest Park 
is already the largest in any open 
air theater anywhere, enlargement 

Was necessary to carry out produc- 
tion plans for the coming summer’s 
repertory. So far as the audience 
is concerned, the improvement 
makes little difference in the area 
which will meet its eyes. But it 
does proviae room for more rapid 
movement of massive scenic set- 
tings, and for storage of the sets 
during the presentation of a play 
until the time they are actually 
brought into view. 

On the left side of the stage the 
extension is backward over arn area 
varying from 20 to 80 feet.and 120 
feet wide, in all 7200 square feet. 
On the right the stage is being ex- 
tended to take in 500 square feet 
in addition. 

Of re-enforced concrete construc- 
tion, the stage addition provides 
also for shop room below, having a 
clearance of six feet six inches over 
the former bed of the River des 
Peres. This will be allocated in 
part to the stage carpenters, provid- 
ing double the shop room they pre- 
viously have had, and in part to the | 
property men, giving. them much 
needed room.

FACES DEPORTATION 
‘DUE TO RELATIVE'S TIP 


Armenian Says Ex-Employer 
Who Brought Him Here Re- 
ported Him to Ofificals. 


Faced with deportation to the 
Turkey from which he fled as a 
persecuted youth, Nick Nigoghosi- 
an, an Armenian furrier employed 


at a downtown department store, 
said today he preferred “the elec- 
tric chair in America to return to 
Turkey.” 

Coming to this country 10 years 
ago at the instance of a woman rel- 
ative, Nigoghosian, unaware that 
his admission was obtained through 
a fraudulent passport, worked in 
his relative’s store in East St. 
Louis, subsequently turned over to 
the relative other earnings. 

Finally requesting some money 
of his own, he said today, the rela- 
tive became angered, reported his 
case to the Federal immigration 
authorities, aware that the statute 
of limitations had expired and pro- 
tected her from penalty. 

Deportation Mandatory. 
Nigoghosian, finding that the law 
requires mandatory deportation, 
made no defense, placed himself at 
the mercy of the authorities, who, 
in turn, have extended his time to 
leave several times, setting the date 
now at July 1. 

There is a charice that the immi- 
gration law may be changed before 
that time, authorities at Washington 
stated today, since Congress now 
has under consideration a Dill 
which would make it possible to 
permit him to legalize his status 
without leaving this country. 
Nigoghosian, who lives -at 18 
North Fifteenth street, East St. 
Louis, has refused offers to return 
voluntarily, knowing that his 
“chances for life” would be slim if 
he were to enter Turkey without 
a Turkish passport. Even if the 
Government, in deporting him, ob- 
tains a passport he regards his fu- 
ture there as dark. 

Separated From Parents. 

His career in Turkey was marked 
by tragedy and privation. During} 
the Armenian massacres in Cone 
stantinople he was separated from 
his parents as a child of 11 and has 
not since seen them. After being 
taken from his parents he was 
taken with other children by the 
Turks to Hama, bia, living 
there for two years when the Turks 
evacuated the city on the approach 
of the French troops, abandoning } 
the children. 

Making his way to Adena, the 
child begged on the streets for 
two years until, in ‘1918, British 
troops entered the city and sent 
the children to Constantinople, 
where he found refuge in an or- 
phanage established by Americans. 
He was removed from the orphan- 
age by the relative who later gave 
the information concerning his. il- 
legal entry to the immigration au- 
thorities, threatening the livelihood 
he has established for himself in 
this country. 


RELEASED FROM REFORMATORY 
YOUTH ADMITS 11 HOLDUPS 


Says County Official Was Ready to 
Aid Escape in One 
. Instance. 

Participation in 11 holdups of 
drug stores, saloons and groceries 
in St. Louis and St. Louis County in 
December, 1930, and the first three 
months of 1931 have been admitted 
by Marion Wallace, who was re- 
leased from Boonville reformatory 
last Friday, it was announced today 
at the Sheriff's office in Clayton. 
Wallace declared that in one of 
the holdups a St. Louis County of- 
ficial followed him and his two 
companions by agreement, with the 
intention of getting in the way of 
any police cars that might give 
chase. There was no pursuit, how-. 
ever. 

Principal holdup admitted by Wal- 
lace, from the standpoint of loot, 
was that of the Walgreen drug 
store at 360 North Skinker boule- 
vard in March, 1931, in which about 
$300 was taken.. Wallace named as 
his confederates three men now 
serving senténces in penitentiaries.

King Was Murdered Called 
“Irresponsible.”

LONDON, May %8-—Sir John 
Simon, Foreign Secretary, yester- 
day described as “unfounded and 
irresponsible” the statement of Col. 
Graham Seton Hutchison that King 


Albert I of Belgium was murdered. 

“My attention has been rightly 
drawn by the Belgian Government 
to a statement alleged to have been 
made by Col. Seton Hutchison to 
the effect that the late King of the 
Belgians was murdered,” the Secre- 
tary told the House of Commons in 
a reply to a question. 


“I feel sure that the whole House 
will join me in regretting the pain 
and indignation that has been 
caused throughout Belgium by this 
unfounded and irresponsible state- 
ment.”

NEW BANK TO REPLACE 
OLD ONE AT MANCHESTER 


It Will Assume 60 Per Cent of De- 
posit Liabilities, Have Capital 
of $25,000. 

Organization of a new bank, 
which will be known as the Com- 
munity Bank of Manchester and‘ 
will replace the present Bank of 
Manchester, was announced yester- 
day when its charter was issued. } 
The new bank will have capital of 
$25,000 and surplus of $5000. 

It will assume 60 per cent of de- 
posit liabilities of the old bank, 
which total about $225,000, and will 
acquire certain of its assets. Those 
not taken over will be liquidated by | 
the State Finance Commissioner. 
Deposits of. the old bank were re- 
duced by 40 per cent in February, 
1933, following a moratorium which 
ended when depositors agreed to 
waive 40 per cent of their accounts 
and restrict withdrawals on the 
balance.

use of these circuits by clients of 
the lessees. 

Draft of Code Made Public. 

A draft of the code was made 
public ‘with the angouncement that 
the step was caused by refusal of 
Western Union, American Tele- 
phone & Telegraph, and RCA to 
join in the offer of a voluntary code 
of fair practice and on Postal Tele- 
graph’s complaint “that abuses ini- 
mical to the public interest” were 
prevalent in the industry.

LONDON, May 8—New anti- 
dumping laws, it was indicated to- 
day, will be added to Great Britain’s 
ultra-protectionist policy. 

News of the new development 
came today following declarations 
by Walter Runciman, Board of 
Trade head, and J. H. Thomas, 
Dominions Secretary, that Britain 


was prepared to fight with all 
means to improve the Empire's 
trade. 


It was disclosed that there was a 
growing sentiment in the House of 
Commons for laws to protect hame 
manufacturers and producers 
against low-priced goods here and 
n the colonies and dominions. 

Japan today found the gates 
barred to two-thirds of its former 
sales of cotton textiles in British 
colonies as a result of Runciman’s 
decree yesterday on import quotas. 
Quick steps will be taken to revise 
the duties upward in the homeland 
on silk and other Japanese prod- 
ucts, and then the dominions will 
be asked to do likewise. 

Thomas said every effort wou!d 
be made t@ intensify the exchange 
of products among the dominions 
and colonies. 

Besides import quotas on cotton 
and rayon goods from Japan which 
colonies and protectorates will be 
asked to introduce, Runciman dis- 
closed that the Government was 
considering quotas on other com- 
modities. Neville Chamberlain, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, ’ had 
asked the Imports Advisory Com- 
mittee for a detailed report on silk 
duties.

Agreement Being Negotiated to Limit or 
Prohibit Exports of War 
Materials 


By the Associated Press, 
PARIS, May 8.—France and En- 


gland are negotiating a bilateral 
agreement to limit the sale of arma- 
ments to Germany. 

The two countries, the biggest 
armament manufacturers in Eu- 
rope, are regarded as in a position, 
through the control of arms ex- 
ports, to keep Germany from as- 
sembling a huge amount of war 
materials. 

The negotiations began shortly 
after Germany withdrew last year 
from the League of Nations. At 
that time the two countries became 
alarmed over whether Chancellor 
Adolf Hitler sought to build up a 
powerful army. 

French asserted today that the 
British took the initiative, suggest- 
ing the possibility of controlling 
and eventually limiting or even for- 
bidding the exportation of war ma- 
terial to “certain countries dis- 
armed by treaties.” 

The reference is to Germany and 
Austria. 

The negotiations came to light 
through the revelation that a. big 
British company recently sold 80 
airplane motors to Germany. 

The ‘French took the position 
that, while the motors apparently 
were destined for civil use, they 
could easily be transferred to war 
purposes and consequently came 


within the scope of the proposed 
agreement; The agreement is still 
incomplete. 


LONDON, May 8.—Reports of a 
British Cabinet break on the ques- 
tion of disarmament gained momen- 
fum rapidly today.

WASHINGTON, May 8—A new 
Finnish debt agreement, cutting the 
present interest rate almost to the 
zero point, awaited President 
Roosevelt’s approval today. 

The draft, if satisfactory to the 
President, would -give America’s 


only paid-up-to-date debtor an in- 
terest rate of .03 per cent as com- 
pared to the present 3.5 per cent. 

Finland's remaining debt is «a 
comparative trifle—$8,726,645. 

President Roosevelt intends te 
send to Congress soon a message on 
war debts, which will deal with the 
Finnish obligations. . Responsible 
officials said today the more favor- 
able terms to be offered Finland 
could not be considered standard 
formula for solution of the entire 
debt tangle. 

Range of Debt Interest. 

If finally approved, Finland’s in- 
terest rate would drop from. the 
highest to the lowest. Great Brit- 
ain also shares a 3.5 per cent rate. 
The scale runs down to at present 
the 1 per cent rate for France and 
04 for Italy. 

Senator Johnson (Rep.), Cali- 
fornia, author of the act forbidding 
financial transactions with default- 
ers, that further token payments 
would not be accepted on the next 
due date—June 15. 

Johnson, objecting to Attorney-

Later, 

a Citizens’ School Board Committee was 

organized by the League, but was short- 

lived. The League then again called to- 

gether a group of representatives from 

civic and educational organizations in an 

attempt to formulate desirable changes 

in the method of selecting School Board 

‘members. That group, however, failed to 


come to any definite conclusions. 


In answer to your present challenge to | 
the League, we wish to say that plans 
have already been discussed for the for- 
mation of a “permanent organization of 
citizens,” such as you suggest in your 
editorial. Such an organization is not 
only desirable but absolutely necessary in 
order to put through any legislation. It

Senator Wagner feels that his proposal is the only 
way in which we can make effective the guarantees 
of Section 7A.

They do not 
prescribe what that form shall be, but the Wagner 
bill goes beyond that. It says there shall be only one 
kind of labor organization, and that would be the 
{kind they have under Italian Fascism. Labor dis- 
putes in Italy go direct to labor courts, and there is 
no appeal from the judgments of those courts. Labor 
takes what it is given, and so does capital. 
Imagine this state of affairs in the United States, 
a nation in which freedom of contract between labor 
and capital has elevated the working people beyond 
those of any other country in the world. Senator 
Wigner is a zealot. He thinks the estate of Amer- 
ican labor can be made even better than it is by 
making it a creature of the Government, but we). 
agree with the American Civil Liberties Union that 
this would be the destruction of, labor; that it could 
result only in a struggle between capital and labor 
for control of the Government; that it could in. the 
end have only one consequence; that is, absolute pow- 
er by either one side or the other. 
The ineffectualities of Section 7A cannot be cor- 
rected by more lgw. They are inherent in the sec- 
tion itself. There was no thought when the Re- 
covery Act was passed of making mandatory a bet- 
ter balance of power between capital and labor. 
Upon the contrary, Congress sought to bring about 
this desirable end by appealing to the enlightened 
self-interest of capital. If the result has not been al- 
together what we had hoped, this is still not a reason 
why we should resort to some Fascist device to make 
it effective and so undo all the good work that has 
been done. We have made great gains under Section 
74. There is far more tolerance upon both sides 
for the necessities of each than there was before 
this great social experiment was undertaken. To do 
what Senator Wagner proposes would be to make 
what is educational a matter of brute force, against 
which all history warns us. 
Senator Wagner denies that there is anything in 
the bill which could be interpreted as outlawing 
strikes and lockouts, but there is a strong body of 
opinion that such a set-up as is proposed would have 
this effect. It does retain a list of unfair labor 
practices in violation of which the proposed Labor 
Board could issue injunctions subject to review by 
the courts. 
This would be in effect to make the Government 
the champion of labor. Would that be democracy? Do 
we want a government which belongs to either of 
these great competitive forces, or do we want a neu- 
tral government which exercises authority over both? 
Senator Wagner says the refusal of employers to deal 
with the chosen representatives of labor has provoked 
more than 70 per cent of the disputes coming before 
the National Labor Board. Contrary to his view that 
-the law must therefore be more stringent, we are 
‘convinced that only by the exercise of patience and 
persuasion can we hope to bring about a better bal- 
ance of power between capital and labor; that to 
bring compulsion to bear would be hurtful to both. 
We trust that Congress is not going to pass the 
Wagner bill in any form. Freedom of contract be- 
tween labor and capital is one of the fundamentals of 
democracy. To destroy it would be to destroy 
democracy ftself, to bring the power of government 
to bear in a fidid which it abandoned when feudalism 
was destroyed. We hold no brief for the company 
union, as we sympathize with that resentment which 
attaches to bad company unions parading in the 
livery of good ones. Nevertheless, we do submit that 
it is for labor to say what type of union it. desires. 
If government is to do this for labor, that will be the 
end of the American labor movement, the beginning 
of interminable conflict between government and 
capital, and the confusion of everything for which 
American democracy stands.

MEDIEVAL GEOGRAPHY ,IN RUSSIA. 
Soviet railroad officials, being examined in geog- 
raphy, made some ludicrous mistakes, as related in a 
news article from Moscow recently. Many of them 
were the same errors that ancient and medieval ge- 
ographers made, however. The comrade who located 
India on the American continent agreed with the 
makers of fifteenth century maps. He was also a 
counterpart of Columbus, who died firm in the be 
lief that he had reached the coral strands, and fas- 
tened the name of Indians on the aborigines he en- 
countered. Another befuddled Russian said the South 
Pole was the world’s region of greatest heat, which 
is just what some of the early Greek geographers 
thought. And the respondent who located the world’s 
highest mountain in Italy might have been an ancient 
Roman scholar. So might the man who had no idea 
where to find the United States on the map. 
The wild answers from the Moscow examination 
hall indicate the medieval mind rather than the con- 
fused or poorly digested knowledge that inspires 
schoolboy “howlers.” That has been the great prob- 
lem of Russia’s modern masters—to rescue the peo- 
ple from the obscurantism of the Dark Ages. Per- 
haps the importation of Burton Holmes from our 
shores would help remedy the matter, so far as the 
railroad men are concerned. 

BEER’S SLOW COMEBACK.

COL. OLIVER $. PERRY DIES* 
ON PERSHING’S STAFF IN WAR 


Minneapolis, a member of Gen. 
John J. Pershing’s staff during the 
World War, died yesterday at the 
United States Veterans’ Hospital, 
Fort Snelling. 

Born at Wayzata, Minn., Perry 
moved to Kalispell, Mont., where he 
established a mercantile business. 
He joined the Montana National 
Guard in 1907. In 1913 he was 
commissioned a Captain. His eom- 
pany went overseas in the fall of 
1917, and Capt. Perry was promot- 
ed to Major and dater to Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel on the staff of Gen. 
Pershing. 

After the war, Col. Perry was 
appointed by the Lithuanian Gov- 
ernment to organize its armies. He 
held the rank of General in Lithu- 
ania. Two years later he became 
sub-district manager of the Veter- 
ans’ Bureau in Minneapolis. He 
retired in 1924 because of ill health.

Nasal Passages 
Causes Snoring 


By Dr. lage Galdston 


NORING would never be listed 
as one of the important medical 
problems or difficulties. Hssen- 
tially an esthetic disability, it is the 
health of those that must listen to 
the snoring, rather than that of 
the snorer, that is liable to suffer. 


There are two types of snoring, 
with the mouth closed and with the 
mouth open. The latter is the more 
common. It may be witnessed both 
in children and adults. The closed 
mouth snoring is found only in 
adults. “Both varieties of snoring 
are more common in men thah in 
women. 


Aside from the esthetic aspect of 
snoring, it also has some undesir- 
able physical effects upon the suf- 
ferer. Thus, in the open-mouth type 
of snoring, the individual breathes 
through his mouth and this tends 
to dry the mucous membrances of 
his throat. Upon waking the snor- 
er is liable to find that his throat 
igs dry, sore and sensitive. 


The most common cause of snor- 
ing is obstruction of the nasal pas- 
sageway. This may be due to a de- 
formity of the nose or to such con- 
ditions ad a deflected septum or 


middle wall, large adenoids, chronic | 


nasal catarrh, enlargements of the 
turbinates, nasal polyps, etc. 

The treatment of snoring in- 
cludes, therefore, examination. of 
the noge and throat, and the re- 
moval of all possible causes of nas- 
al obstruction. The fact that the 
nose is fairly free for breathing 
during the daytime does not pre- 
vent the possibility of its becom- 
ing blocked when a n falls

asleep. Spongy tissue 
may become engorged. 

Some persons snore despite the 
fact that their breathing apparatus 
is completely clear and free. In 
such persons snoring must be con- 
sidered merely a bad habit.
